number 
now being over the century mark and 
well on toward 
the 
total 
expected. 
In addition there are a number of new 
students who will enroll with the 
up­ 
per classes. 


The condition which prevails at col­ 
lege is reflected at Gettysburg Acade­ 
my for many years known 
as 
Prep 
but now operating officially under the 
new title. The attendance at the Car­ 
lisle street institution shows a most 
encouraging 
growth 
and 
promises 
well for coming years. 
Formal exercises 
connected 
with 
the opening of college were 
held 
at 
eleven o’clock in 
Brua 
Chapel. Tha 
members of 
the 
college 
faculty 
in 
their 
academic 
garb 
occupied 
the 
platform, and a section of the college 
orchestra had charge 
of 
the 
music. 
The service was opened with 
the col­ 
lege hymn, Scripture reading by Dr. 
Bikie, and the prayer by 
Dr. 
Sing- 
master. 
The opening address to the new men 
and former student- 
was

by 
President Granville who 
laid empha­ 
sis on the desirability of being a gen­ 
tleman, and who urged all the 
young 
men at the institution to have that as 
one o f their hi"he t aims. He dwelt at 
length upon thi- subject, and in clos­ 
ing his address spoke of his gratifica­ 
tion at the increase in attendance and 
the auspicious

which the college enters upon the new 
year.
